To the King’s Most Excellent Majesty. 

Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal subjects, the Commons of Canada, 
in Parliament assembled, desire most earnestly in our own name and on behalf of 
the people whom we represent to renew the expression of our unswerving loyalty 
and devotion to Your Majesty’s person and Government. 

We would respectfully represent to Your Majesty that in 1882 the Parliament 
of Canada adopted an humble address to Her Most Gracious Majesty the 'Queen 
expressing the hope that a just measure of home rule would be granted to the 
people of Ireland, and that in the years 1886 and 1887 by resolution of the House of 
Commons the sentiments of the said address to Her Most Gracious Majesty were 
earnestly reiterated, and the hope again expressed that such a measure of home 
rule would be passed by the Imperial Parliament. 

That the years that have elapsed since the adoption of the aforesaid address 
and Resolutions to Your Most Gracious Majesty’s illustrious and ever to be lamented 
predecessor have but served to emphasise the blessings which occur to this Dominion 
from the federal system under which the people live, the benefits of which the 
Commons of Canada rejoice to see are about to be shared in by their fellow subjects 
of the Australian Commonwealth; and therefore this extended experience which 
Your Most Gracious Majesty’s subjects have had of the inestimable benefits result-
